Chechnya 

The  key  event  of  the  year  occurred  in  December  of  1994.  Russian 
Chechnya  against  the  government  of  President  Dzhokar  Dudayev 
became  the  key  focal  point  of  attention.  The  fighting  highlighted  the 

ground  combat  capability  of  the  Russian  Army,  f  lack  of 
in  the  Minister  of  Defense,  Lachev,  and 
nl^nHf  ^  Russian  Federation  [RF]  government,  and  the 

proliferation  of  agencies  capable  of  wielding  armed  force  at  l4ast  within 
Russia  proper  and  the  Near  Abroad.  Following  a  failed  tank  att^k  the 

Sith^ut  dlfl  leveled  by  artillery  and  air  delivered  munitions, 

without  defeating  the  resistance  of  the  Dudayev  forces. 

Minister  Grachev  came  under  outspoken  and  public  criticism  from  his  own 
officers.  Both  Generals  Gromov  and  Lebed'  spoke  out  against  the  war.  The 
latter  volunteered  to  command  the  withdrawal  of  troops  from  Chechnya  thoujrh 
not  the  attack.  The  First  Deputy  Commander-in-Chief  of  ?he  CrS^T^oopf 
Colonel-General  Ed' uard  yorob'yev,  and  the  Commander  of  the  Kantemirov  (4th) 
Division,  Major-General  Boris  Polyakov,  were  asked  to  resign  their 
commissions,  and  an  order  was  drafted  calling  for  the  release  of  three  deputy 
ministers  of  defense,  Gromov,  Mironov  and  Kondrat'yev.  ^  ^ 

this  took  place  while  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  Ministry 
of  Finance  would  seek  any  additional  funds  for  defense  in  light  of  the 
Chechnya  conflict  was  being  debated.  ^ 

Cooperation  Agreements 

A  number  of  apeements  on  military  cooperation  were  signed  with  former

activities.  (Minsk  BTK  Television  Network  in  Belarusian  1800  GMT  23  Aug  94). 

Chechnya.  Russia  and  Chechnya  agreed  to  a  "joint  defense  svstem  "  in 
January.  Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  "...Russia  will  provide  the  Chechen 
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Army  with  arms^  equipment  and  ammunition,  ensure  their  servicing  and 
maintenance  at  its  plants  and  train  officers.  It  has  also  pledged  not  to  use 
its  Armed  Forces  against  the  Chechen  Republic." 

"In  turn,  the  Chechen  Republic  will  participate  in  the  joint  defense 
system  to  repel  possible  aggressions  and  provide  its  air  bases  to  Russian  Air 
Force  units  in  wartime.  Additionally,  it  will  take  part  in  joint  military 
maneuvers  and  war  pmes  and  will  not  join  any  military  alliances  or  blocs 
aimed  against  Russia." 

"The  draft  agreement  also  stipulates  that  in  peacetime  the  Chechen 
Republic  will  have  an  army  not  bigger  than  1.5  percent  of  its  population." 
(Moscow  ITAR-TASS  in  English  1625  GMT  9  Jan  94). 

Georgia.  A  treaty  signed  with  Georgia  on  9  October  1993  commits  two 
sides  "to  taking  measures  designed  to  guarantee  each  other's  security  Md 
defense  organizational  development.  The  treaty  also  envisages  joint 
protection  of  Georgia's  foreign  borders,  which  are  also  the  borders  of  the 
CIS.  The  result  of  the  preliminary  consultations  between  Russian  Defense 
Minister  Pavel  Grachev  and  [President]  Shevardnadze  was  an  agreement  on 
establishing  three  Russian  military  bases  on  Georgian  territory.  The  number 
of  troops  at  these  bases  will  not  exceed  20,000  men."  The  treaty  further 
states  that  Russia  is  to  provide  Georgia  with  assistance  in  setting  up  a 
national  army  and  equipping  it  with  weapons,  hardware,  and 

the  right  to  transfer  these  products  to  other  countries.  (Moscow  IZVESTIYA  in 
Russian  4  Feb  94  pp  1,  4). 


The  treaty  prohibits  research  on,  transport  of,  or  disposal  in  Georgia  of 
weapons  of  mass  destruction.  It  is  in  effect  through  the  end  of  1995  and  is 
automatically  renewed  for  a  three-year  period,  unless  either  party  notifies 
the  other  one  year  prior  to  expiration.  (Moscow  DIPLOMATICHESKIY  VESTNIK  in 
Russian  No  1-2,  Jan  94  (signed  to  press  24  Jan  94)  pp  38-47). 


Kyrgyzia.  In  July  Grachev  and  Lieutenant-General_  Subanov,  the  Georgian 
Minis ter’^oI”Defense,  signed  a  package  of  agreements  on  Russian-Kyrgyz  military 
cooperation  for  a  period  of  five  years.  "Among  the  documents  are  agreements 
on  military  service  of  Russian  citizens  in  the  Kyrgyz  armed  forces;  on 
material  and  technical  support  for  the  Russian  units  in  Kyrgyzstan  and  on  the 
receiving,  maintenance  and  security  for  aircraft  on  the  two  countries 
airfields."  (Moscow  INTERFAX  in  English  1039  GMT  21  Jul  94). 

And  in  October  an  agreement  on  the  terms  for  leasing  places  where  the 
Russian  Defense  Ministry's  seismic  services  are  sited  on  Kyrgyzian  territory 
was  signed.  (Moscow  ITAR-TASS  in  English  1315  GMT  21  Oct  94). 

Moldova.  Also  in  October  an  agreement  on  jurisdiction  and  mutual  legal 
iji  cases,  concerning  the  temporary  stay  of  Russian  military  units 
on  Moldovan  territory,  flights  of  Russian  Air  Force  planes,  temporary  bases  in 
Moldavia,  and  the  use  of  the  airport  in  Tiraspol,  where  the  14th  Russian  Army 
is  deployed,  by  the  Russian  military  transport  aviation,  was  signed.  (Moscow 
ITAR-TASS  in  English  1315  GMT  21  Oct  94). 
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y^ekistan.  In  March  Russian  and  Uzbekistan  signed  a  military  cooperation 
agreement  which  stated  that  both  countries  belong  in  a  "common  strategic 
military  zone,  and  called  for  joint  efforts  in  the  settlement  of  regional 
conflicts.  The  agreement  did  not,  however,  say  anything  about  possible  Russian 
bases  in  Uzbekistan.  (Pans  AFP  in  English  1719  GMT  02  Mar  94). 

Ogarkov 

On  23  January  1994  Marshal  of  the  Soviet  Union  Nikolay  Vasil'yevich 
Ogarkov  died  at  the  age  of  77,  following  a  serious  illness.  Once  Chief  of 
the  General  Staff  of  the  Soviet  Armed  Forces  and  a  dominant  force  in  the 
development  of  Soviet  military  doctrine,  his  most  recent  position  was  as  an 
adviser  to  the  RF  MoD.  Following  his  death  a  large  number  of  senior  officers 
protested  the  lack  of  coverage  or  notice  of  his  passing  in  the  civilian  media 
and  state  agencies.  (KZ  25  Jan  94  p  3). 

Troop  Withdrawal 

In  August  of  1994  the  last  Russian  Troops  withdrew  from  Germany,  ending 
the  existence  of  the  WESTERN  TROOP  GROUPING,  previously  named  the  GROUP  OF 
SOVIET  FORCKS--g™/WY  or  GSFO.  It  had  ba^n  ranamerLX  Waite®  Soon

ISSUES 

During  1994  the  Russian  Ministry  of  Defense  faced  many  of  the  same 
problems  as  in  1993.  Chief  among  them  were  lack  of  funds  (neither  budgeted 
funds  nor  monies  released  to  the  Ministry  were  adequate),  and  lack  of 
personnel.  Diverse  efforts  to  reform  or  reorganize  the  Ministry  of  Defense 
were  undertaken.  Russian  troops  continued  to  face  'peacemaking'  duties  along 
the  southern  periphery.  * 

Budget 

RF  defense  budget  was  substantially  below  the  military  request, 

ho3  budget.  By  March  no  militLy  budget 

had  yet  been  approved  for  1994.  Financing  was  on  a  month-to-month  basis. 

Grachev  described  the  situation  as  critical.  "The  amount  the  state  owes  to 
the  military  department  no  longer  increases  by  the  year  but  by  the  month. 
While  It  totaled  5  percent  of  the  military  budget  at  the  end  of  1992,  it  was 
percent  in  December  last  year,  and  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  the 
Defense  Ministry  received  only  63  percent  of  planned  appropriationL  This 
money  was  scarcely  sufficient  to  pay  half  the  amount  owed  to  suppliers  of 
equipment,  arms,  and  property.  ...If  the  funding  situation  does  not  change  in 
the  near  future,  there  can  be  no  question  not  only  of  reforming  the  Army, 
providing  it  with  modem  weapons  and  equipment,  and  a  qualitative  renewal,  but 
also  of  ensuring  Russia's  security."  (Moscow  TRUD  in  Russian  17  Mar  94  p  2) 
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By  June  a  budget  had  been  proposed.  The  Finance  Ministry  draft  called  for

In  October  the  Finance  Ministry's  1995  draft  budget  provided  that 
45,274,901.8  million  rubles  be  spent  on  national  defense.  (Moscow  ITAR-TASS 
in  Enelish  0815  GMT  27  Oct  94).  The  Defense  Ministry  request  was  roughly  twice 
tleltole.  In  November  the  oima  agree  to  an  allocation  of  56  trillion  rubles 
for  the  following  year.  (Moscow  KRASNAYA  ZVEZDA  in  Russian  23  Nov  94  p  1). 

Manpower  &  Recruitment 

Contract  recruitment  which  was  to  have  made  up  for  lesser  numbers  of 
draftees  was  did  not  yield  the  desired  results.  With  respect  to  Naval  contract 
recruitment  Admiral  Gromov  stated  that  by  mid-1993  the 
22  872  men  on  contracts.  However,  there  were  serious  drawbacks. 
eniisL^we^e  sailors  with  less  than  12  months  experience,  not  qualified  for 
needed  senior  NCO  positions.'  On  submarines  enlistees  made  up  18%  of  the 
?rews.  On  surface  ships  the  number  was  27%. 

contracts  were  concluded  for  purely  material  reasons,  and  professionalism  and 
dedication  had  not  increased,  while  discipline  continued  to  worsen.

Reorganization  and  Reform 
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Various  reorganizations  and  proposals  for  reform  of  the  Armed  forces 
surfaced  during  1994.  Civilian  control  of  the  military  became  an  issue  again 
as  the  Chechnya  crisis  unfolded.  Civil  Defense  was  made  a  Ministry  in  is 
own  right.  The  Railroad  Troops  acquired  a  new  parent  Ministry  (Railways).  At 
the  same  time  the  Federal  Counterintelligence  Service  increased  in  size,  vhile 
Jhe  Mod  clashed  with  the  Federal  Border  Service.  The  Aerospace  Search  and 
Rescue  Service  was  reintegrated  into  the  Ministry  of  Defense. 
offered  for  four  regional  commands,  a  three-branch,  a  four-branch,  and  a  five- 
branch  structure,  and  the  possible  abolition  of  the  PVO. 

Air  Defense.  In  March  Grachev  announced  that:  "the  military  department  has 
examined  the  issue  of  the  expediency  of  continuing  to  Preserve 
defense  structure."  (Moscow  2x2  Television  in  Russian  1130  GMT  21  Mar  94). 

Bv  fall  Grachev  told  INTERFAX  that  the  Armed  Forces  would  in  the  future 
switch  to  a  three-branch  structure,  based  on  the  Ground  Troops,  Navy  and  Air 
Force,  but  that  this  would  not  occur  until  sometime  after  the  year  ZOUU. 

"An  informed  source  in  the  Defense  Ministry  told  Interfax  that  the 
reorganization  of  the  Armed  Forces  is  to  be  carried  out  in  two  stages.  At  the 
initial  stage  the  Air  Force  and  the  Air  Defense  Forces  are  to  be  merged,  and 
a?  the  second  stage  -  the  Air  Force  and  the  Strategic  Mipile  Troops  will  be 
combined.  The  main  emphasis  will  be  laid  on  preserving  the  system  of  control 
over  the  strategic  nuclear  forces,  and  over  the  missile-defense,  Space  Defense 
and  Air  Defense^forces. "  (Moscow  INTERFAX  in  English  1401  GMT  31  Oct  94).  The 
lone  result  of  this  reform  debate  was  the  establishment  of  the  Aero  Space 
Defense  Forces  as  an  independent  entity  with  the  MoD. 

Border  Troops.  During  1994  the  Ministry  of  Defense  suggested  that  it  take 
over  the  Border  Troops.  Within  the  framework  of  continued  reductions  and 
shortages  in  critical  funding,  controversy  developed  between  the  Border  Troops 
and  the  Ministry  of  Defense  over  personnel  and  institutional  subordination. 

In  July  Grachev  requested  that  the  Border  Troops  be  subordinated  to  the 

Ministry  of  Defense,  arguing  that  the  MoD  was  rMT 

security  for  the  "air  and  sea  depths."  (Moscow  ITAR-TASS  in  English  1116  GMT 

19  Jul  94). 

Border  Troops'  Commander-in-Chief  Nikolayev  opposed  the  proposed  change. 
Advertising  the  Border  Troops  capabilities  and  independence,  in  September 
Nikolayev  staged  joint  exercises  (VOSTOK-94)  in  the  Far  East,  involving  forces 
from  the  Defense  Ministry,  the  Federal  Counterintelligence  Service,  the 
Minlstrv  of  Internal  Affairs,  the  Federal  Migration  Service  of  the  Emergency 

and  th4  State  Cnatoaa  Co^lttee.  (Moaco.  SEGODBYA  n 
Russian  17  Sep  94  p  3).  The  result  was  a  moral  victory  for  the  Border  Troops. 

The  renewed  legitimacy  of  the  Border  Troops  served  to  emphasize  the 
growing  number  and  size  of  the  alternative  "power  structures"  in  Russia. 
Chief  of  the  General  Staff  Kolesnikov  stated  at  a  closed  session  of  the  State 
Duma  Defense  Committee  that:  "'a  multiplication  of  power  structures  is  now 
going  on  in  Russia.'  In  fact  over  4  million  people  (2.3  million  in  the  Armed 
Forces)  have  been  put  'under  arms'  in  the  country.

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The  majority  of  the  functions  of  the  Ministry  were  inherited  by  the  new 
Federal  Counterintelligence  Service.  Its  responsibilities  include  combatting 
foreign  special  services,  terrorism,  illegal  arms  trafficking,  the  drugs, 
mafia,  and  armed  bandit  formations,  economic  and  military  counterintelligence. 
However,  the  investigative  apparatus  passed  to  the  Russian  General 
Prosecutor's  Office.  'Special  subunits'  were  transferred  to  the  Federal 

Affency  of  Government  Communications  and  Information  and  the  Main 
Administration  of  the  President's  Guard.  Lefortovo  prison  p.-ssed  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  MVD  [Ministry  of  Internal  Affairs]. 

At  the  same  time  the  Russian  Federation  Border  Guard  Troops  were  detached 
and  transformed  into  the  independent  Federal  Border  Service  with  the  rights  of 
a  separate  ministry. 

The  staff  of  the  counterintelligence  agency  was  reduced  —  to  75,000 
employees  in  the  provinces  and  1,500  in  the  management  apparatus.  (Moscow 
PRAVDA  in  Russian  11  Jan  94  p  1). 

Civilian  Control 

The  Chechnya  crises  gave  new  life  to  proposals  to  subordinate  the  General 
Staff  to  the  RF  President,  and  to  make  the  Ministry  of  Defense  a  separate, 
administrative  agency,  possibly  led  by  a  civilian.  In  July  Yel' tsin^discusse 
the  need  for  a  "system  of  civilian  control  over  the  Armed  Forces"  with  Sergey 
Yushenkov,  Chairman  of  the  Duma  Defense  Committee.  According  to  Yushenkov: 
"...Yuriy  Baturin,  presidential  national  security  adviser,  has  been  tasked 
with  setting  up  such  a  structure."  (Moscow  MOSKOVSKIY  KOMSOMOLETS  in  Russian 
26  Jul  94  p  1).  As  the  Chechnya  disaster  unfolded,  Yushenkov  again  mentioned 
a  proposal  to  bring  the  General  Staff  directly  under  control  of  the  President, 
bypassing  the  Minister  of  Defense. 

In  fact  this  idea  had  appeared  earlier,  in  late  1993.  One  press  source 
noted  that  "...recently  a  draft  plan  for  reorganizing  the  control  structure  of 
the  Russian  Armed  Forces  has  been  submitted  to  the  Russian  President." 

"Under  this  draft,  the  General  Staff  is  to  be  transferred  from  under  the 
Defense  Minister's  jurisdiction  and  directly  subordinated  to  the  President  — 
the  Supreme  Commander  who  will  control  the  army.  The  Minister  will  be  mainly 
in  charge  of  cadre,  military-technical,  military-economic  and  budgetary 
matters.  The  General  Staff  (whose  chief,  just  like  the  Minister,  is  also  to 
be  appointed  by  the  President)  will  have  purely  executive  functions: 

processing  orders  by  the  Supreme  Commander  and  ensuring  operational  troop

Ad  Hoc  Crisis  Response  Team 

Crisis  response  was  handled  by  ad  hoc  interagency  committees.

It  is  noteworthy  that  in  a  year  which  witnessed  progressive  decline  in 
Russian  conventional  military  strength,  and  with  no  prospect  of  a  significant 
increase  in  manpower,  funding  or  general  commitment  to  the  defense  sector, 
there  has  been  a  proliferation  of  agencies  within  Russia  capable  of  wielding 
armed  force.  These  include  not  only  the  Ministry  of  Defense,  but  also  the 
Ministry  of  Internal  Affairs,  the  Border  Troops,  the  FSK,  the  Presidential 
Security  Service,  the  Federal  Agency  of  Government  Communications  and 
Information,  the  Ministry  for  Affairs  of  Civil  Defense,  Emergency  Situations, 
and  the  Elimination  of  Effects  of  Natural  Disasters,  and  the  Foreign 
Intelligence  Service.  This  list  does  not  include  such  subnational 
organizations  as  the  Cossacks  or  the  Moscow  People's  Militia. 


While  this  fragmentation  of  authority  and  power  effectively  prevents  a 
super-agency  from  dominating  the  Russian  government,  it  may  also  foster  one  of 
a  number  of  the  possible  situations;  a)  interagency  infighting;  b)  civil 
strife;  or  c)  the  seizure  of  government  by  a  moderate  sized  force.  In  any 
event,  it  has  weakened  Russian  ability  to  intervene  along  its  periphery, 
witness  the  performance  of  Defense,  Border,  FSK,  and  MVD  elements  in  Chechnya.

Having  graduated  from  a  Moscow  school,  in  1967  Baturin  entered 
the  Moscow  Physico-Technical  Institute.  He  retains  the  habit  of 
resolving  all  problems  by  the  inveterate  "grease-monkey"  method- 
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studying  the  range  of  questions,  identifying  the  essence,  finding  an 
effective  solution. 

"Sleeps  little  and  works  a  lot.  As  his  former  classmates  tell 
it,  even  against  the  background  of  the  customary  industriousness  of 
many  of  the  "phys-tech"  students  Baturin  was  distinguished  by  an 
incredible  capacity  for  work.  Studied  philosophy,  political  science, 
and  literature.  He  knows  English,  Japanese,  French,  Swedish,  Serbo-

the  President  of  the  USSR  and  his  team  from  the  political  arena 
which  followed  this,  Yuriy  Baturin  retired  into  the  background, 
although  continuing  to  work  at  the  Gorbachev  Foundation."

At  the  end  of  November  [1992]  the  Russian  Defense  Ministry  announced  the 
beginning  of  the  formation  of  the  Mobile  Forces.  They  will  appear  as  an 
interbranch  [mezhvidovoy]  large  formation  of  the  Armed  Forces  and  will 
subsequently  perhaps  be  given  the  status  of  an  autonomous  branch  of  the  Armed 
Forces.  The  Volga  and  Urals  military  districts,  inland  military  districts  of 
Russia,  have  been  chosen  as  the  base  for  the  Mobile  Force's  main  structures. 

"...  For  the  time  being  it  is  presumed  that  initially  the  forces  will  include 
two  airborne  divisions  and  three  airborne  brigades  already  stationed  in 
Russia.  In  the  initial  stage  —  only  operationally,  it  seems  —  several 
helicopter  regiments  from  units  of  the  Ground  Troops  Aviation,  three  marine 
battalions,  some  Air  Defense  and  communications  units,  fighter  and  bomber 
squadrons,  plus  military  transport  aviation  will  be  subordinated  to  the  Mobile 
Forces  command."

[PBIS  Translated  Text]  Treaty  Between  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the 
Russian  Federation  on  Military  Cooperation 

The  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian  Federation,  hereafter  referred 
to  as  the  two  parties, 

being  guided  by  the  Treaty  on  Friendship,  Cooperation  and  Mutual 
Assistance  between  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian  Federation 
signed  on  25  May  1992, 
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taking  into  account  previously  signed  accords  on  cooperation  in  the  field 
of  defense  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Independent  States  [CIS]  and  on  a 
bilateral  basis  in  the  interests  of  ensuring  collective  security, 

proceeding  from  the  necessity  of  a  strict  and  consistent  fulfillment  by 
the  two  sides  of  their  obligations  arising  from  the  Strategic  Arms  Reduction 
Treaty  of  31  July  1991  and  the  protocol  to  it  signed  on  23  May  1992  in  Lisbon, 
hereafter  referred  to  as  START  I  and  the  Lisbon  Protocol  respectively, 

^acknowledging  the  necessity  of  combining  their  efforts  and  coordinating 
their  activities  to  ensure  a  reliable  joint  defense  within  the  framework  of  a 
common  military-strategic  area, 

expressing  the  aspiration  to  attach  a  new  quality  to  and  guarantee  a  legal 
basis  for  military  cooperation  between  the  two  parties, 

have  agreed  the  following: 

Article  1. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  treaty  the  following  terms  mean: 

"Strategic  nuclear  forces"  —  military  formations  that  include  formations, 
units,  establishments,  organizations,  and  installations  which  possess  as  part 
of  their  weaponry  or  store  strategic  nuclear  weapons  and  parts  to  ensure  their 
functioning. 

"Unified  military  formations"  —  units  and  formations  of  the  Armed  Forces 
of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  Armed  Forces  of  the  Russian  Federation  which 
are  deployed  by  the  two  parties  to  solve  joint  defense  issues. 

"Defense  installations"  —  test  grounds,  military  installations,  sites  of 
industrial  representatives  and  battle-fields  located  on  land  on  the 
territories  of  the  parties  which  may  be  used  by  the  parties  jointly  or 
transferred  by  one  party,  including  on  lease  terms,  to  another  party,  to  be 
used  for  military  purposes  with  the  aim  of  consolidating  the  defense 
capability  of  both  parties. 

"Carrier"  —  an  intercontinental  ballistic  missile  (ICBM),  a  heavy  bomber, 
an  air-launched  cruise  missile. 

"Nuclear  ammunition"  —  the  live  part  of  an  IBM  or  air-launched  cruise 
missile  that  contains  a  nuclear  charge. 

Article  2. 

The  two  parties  confirm  their  obligations  on  a  friendly  basis  for  inter¬ 
state  relations  on  principles  of  mutual  respect  for  state  sovereignty  and 
territorial  integrity,  inviolability  of  borders,  peaceful  settlement  of 
disputes,  non-use  of  force  or  threat  of  its  use,  equality  of  rights  and  non¬ 
interference  in  the  internal  affairs,  good-neighborly  implementation  of  treaty 
obligations  in  accordance  with  the  Treaty  on  Friendship,  Cooperation  and 
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Mutual  Assistance  between  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian 
Federation  signed  on  25  May  1992,  and  also  observance  of  other  universally 
recognized  norms  of  international  law. 

In  the  event  of  a  situation  arising  which  threatens  the  security, 
independence,  or  territorial  integrity  of  one  of  the  parties,  the  Republic  of 
Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian  Federation  will  immediately  hold  consultations  and 
undertake  specific  measures  to  give  each  other  necessary  assistance,  including 
military  assistance,  in  accordance  with  international  law,  the  bilateral 
Treaty  on  Friendship,  Cooperation  and  Mutual  Assistance  signed  on  25  May  1992 
and  the  Treaty  on  Collective  Security  signed  on  15  May  1992. 

Article  3. 

Strategic  nuclear  forces  based  on  the  territory  of  the  Republic  of 
Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian  Federation  implement  tasks  in  the  interests  of  the 
security  of  the  two  parties. 

The  Republic  of  Kazakhstan,  taking  into  account  the  established  system  of 
functioning  of  strategic  nuclear  forces  on  its  territory  gives  the 
aforementioned  military  formations  of  strategic  nuclear  forces  the  status  of 
strategic  nuclear  forces  of  the  Russian  Federation  —  Russian  military 
formations  based  on  the  territory  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  on  a  temporary 
basis. 


Until  the  complete  destruction  of  the  strategic  nuclear  weapons 
temporarily  stationed  on  the  territory  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  or  their 
withdrawal  to  the  territory  of  the  Russian  Federation,  the  decision  about  the 
necessity  to  use  them  is  made  by  the  president  of  the  Russian  Federation  upon 
agreement  with  the  president  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan. 

At  the  same  time  the  Russian  Federation  guarantees  the  adoption  of 
organizational  and  technical  measures  which  exclude  the  unauthorized  use  of 
the  strategic  nuclear  weapons  located  on  territory  of  the  Republic  of 
Kazakhstan. 

The  conditions  for  deploying  strategic  nuclear  forces  on  the  territory  of 
the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan,  which  shall  correspond  to  the  norms  of 
International  law,  are  to  be  determined  by  a  separate  agreement. 

Article  4. 

All  movable  military  property  and  military  real  estate  is  the  property  of 
the  party  on  whose  territory  it  was  based  on  31  August  1991. 

The  Russian  Federation  acknowledges  the  right  of  the  Republic  of 
Kazakhstan  to  receive  the  equivalent  (money  or  in  other  forms)  of  the  value 
agreed  by  the  parties  for  nuclear  ammunition  materials,  carriers  and  other 
equipment  and  property  of  the  strategic  nuclear  forces  which  was  stationed  on 
the  territory  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  on  31  August  1991  upon  their 
withdrawal  to  the  territory  of  the  Russian  Federation. 
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At  the  same  time  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  materials  and  equipment,  and 
Russian  Federation's  expenses  in  maintaining,  transporting  and 
utilizing  them,  as  well  as  an  estimate  of  the  share  of  the  equivalent  value  in 
favour  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  is  made  by  the  parties  in  accordance  with 
agreed  procedure. 

The  property  right  to  installations,  buildings  and  constructions  created 
since  31  August  1991  or  to  weapons,  military  hardware,  equipment  and  property 
imported  after  that  date  belongs  to  the  party  which  finances  the  relevant 
works.  If  the  financing  is  shared,  the  property  right  is  to  be  determined  by 
separate  agreements  taking  into  account  their  individual  input. 

The  parties  confirm  the  possibility  of  the  armed  forces  of  one  party  using 
installations  and  constructions  situated  on  the  territory  of  the  other  party. 
The  list  of  military  installations  and  constructions  and  also  the  procedure 
and  conditions  for  their  operation  are  established  by  separate  agreements. 

Proceeding  from  the  interests  of  improving  joint  defenses  and 
strengthening  national  security  each  party,  in  accordance  with  its 
legislation,  may  transfer  the  property  of  its  own  armed  forces  into  the 
possession  or  use  of  the  other  party  on  mutually  beneficial  conditions, 
including  lease  conditions. 

Each  of  the  sides  is  not  bound  to  make  any  compensation  to  the  other 
party,  if  there  is  no  other  accord  in  accordance  with  separate  agreements,  for 
development  by  the  latter  of  military  installations  or  land  located  on  the 
territory  of  the  former  and  used  for  military  purposes,  or  for  buildings  or 
constructions  situated  on  it  upon  the  expiry  of  this  treaty  or  for  the  early 
return  of  installations  and  land  plots. 

Article  5. 

The  status  of  defense  installations  which  are  used  jointly  by  the  two 
parties  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  powers  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan 
and  the  Russian  Federation  as  states  managing  these  installations  and  their 
use  and  supplying  materials  and  equipment  to  them,  and  also  the  joint  powers 
of  the  two  parties  in  controlling  the  activities  and  use  of  the  aforementioned 
installations  in  the  interests  of  raising  the  defense  potential  of  the  two 
parties. 

Parties  carrying  out  the  functions  of  management  and  use  of  and  the  supply 
of  materials  and  equipment  to  strategic  nuclear  forces  and  defense 
installations  leased  from  each  other  are  fully  responsible  for  their  safe  use 
and  for  maintaining  the  necessary  level  of  nuclear  and  other  security. 

At  the  same  time,  each  of  the  parties  undertakes  to  refrain  from 
activities  that  in  any  way  could  hinder  the  other  party  in  carrying  out  its 
treaty  obligations,  including  those  arising  from  START  I,  the  Lisbon  protocol, 
and  also  the  functioning  of  its  state  bodies  and/or  cause  damage  to  state 
and/or  private  property. 
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The  Russian  Federation  adopts  measures  agreed  with  the  Republic  of 
Kazakhstan  on  clearing  up  the  after-effects  of  the  activities  of  strategic 
nuclear  forces  situated  on  the  territory  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and 
also  of  defense  installations  transferred  to  the  Russian  Federation  by  the 
Republic  of  Kazakhstan.  If  extraordinary  situations  arise,  the  two  parties 
adopt  urgent  measures  to  deal  with  them  and  immediately  inform  each  other 
about  it. 

Article  6. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  strictly  following  the  provisions  of  the 
USSR-USA  Anti-Ballistic  Missile  Treaty  of  26  May  1972  and  also  the  mutual 
Interests  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian  Federation,  the  two 
parties  proceed  from  the  understanding  that  use  of  the  Sary-Shagan  test  ground 
will  be  undertaken  with  the  aim  of  creating  and  improving  the  anti-ballistic 
missile  defense  system,  or  components  of  it,  situated  in  the  region,  as 
defined  in  Article  3  of  the  aforementioned  treaty.  At  the  same  time,  the 
conditions  for  using  the  Sary-Shagan  test  ground  by  the  parties  are  determined 
by  a  separate  agreement. 

Article  7. 

The  parties  will  render  mutual  help  to  each  other  in  implementing 
multilateral  international  treaties  and  political  obligations  to  cut  euid  limit 
strategic  offensive  and  conventional  weapons. 

When  concluding  treaties  and  agreements  in  the  sphere  of  military 
cooperation  and  equipment  and  weaponry  deliveries  with  third  countries,  each 
of  the  parties  undertakes  to  take  into  account  the  interests  of  the  other 
party. 

Article  8. 

The  Ministries  of  Defense  of  the  two  parties  work  out  and  conclude 
separate  agreements  on  questions  of  joint  planning  and  using  troops  in  the 
interests  of  the  mutual  security  of  the  two  parties,  and  plan  and  conduct 
joint  measures  to  train  command  bodies  and  troops  on  the  territory  of  either 
party  upon  mutual  agreement. 

The  two  parties  can  create  unified  military  formations  under  a  unified 
command. 

Article  9. 

The  procedure  for  managing  and  staffing  defense  installations  used  jointly 
by  the  parties,  unified  military  formations  and  unified  commands,  and  also  of 
supplying  them  with  materials  and  equipment,  is  determined  by  a  separate 
agreement. 

Article  10. 

The  two  parties  cooperate  in  the  field  of  military  intelligence. 
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Each  of  the  two  parties  undertakes  not  to  conduct  military  intelligence 
activities  directed  against  the  other  party. 

Article  11. 

The  sides  shall  conclude  a  treaty  on  using  the  forces  and  facilities  of 
the  naval  forces  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the  navy  of  the  Russian 
Federation  on  the  Caspian  Sea  in  the  interests  of  jointly  ensuring  the 
security  of  the  two  parties. 

Article  12. 

Issues  of  the  legal  status  of  servicemen  in  the  armed  forces  of  one  party 
serving  on  the  territory  of  the  other  party,  the  members  of  their  families, 
their  pension  provision,  and  other  issues  of  the  social  and  legal  protection 
of  the  aforementioned  persons  shall  be  determined  by  a  separate  agreement. 

The  two  parties  offer  their  citizens  serving  outside  the  borders  of  their 
state  guarantees  in  providing  and  implementing  social  and  civil  rights 
envisaged  by  their  legislation. 

The  two  parties  recognize  the  validity  of  ranks  conferred  on  servicemen, 
state  awards,  certificates  of  education,  and  also  guarantee  pension  provision, 
offering  privileges  to  servicemen,  persons  who  have  left  military  service,  and 
members  of  their  families  in  accordance  with  the  current  legislation  of  the 
parties,  taking  into  account  their  years  of  service  in  the  forces  of  the 
former  Soviet  Union  and  subsequent  service  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  parties, 
including  contract  service. 

^The  parties  guarantee  equal  rights  to  civilian  personnel,  irrespective  of 
their  citizenship,  when  offering  them  employment  in  military  units, 
enterprises,  and  institutions  of  their  own  armed  forces  and  undertake  to  take 
into  account  this  period  of  their  work  in  their  work  record  when  granting  a 
pension. 

If  one  party  disbands  military  units,  institutions  and  establishments 
located  on  the  territory  of  the  other  party,  the  former  will  undertake  to  pay 
compensation  to  civilian  personnel  in  accordance  with  its  labor  legislation. 

The  parties  shall  consult  each  other  on  improving  and  bringing  closer 
together  their  national  legislation,  including  legislation  on  financial  and 
social  security  for  servicemen  and  civilian  personnel  in  the  armed  forces  and 
also  on  granting  privileges  to  servicemen  and  persons  who  have  left  military 
service  and  members  of  their  families. 

Article  13. 

Persons  who  are  part  of  military  units,  institutions,  and  establishments 
shall  cross  the  state  border  of  the  two  sides  on  a  non-visa  basis,  without 
receiving  passports  for  foreign  travel  or  any  stamps  of  permission  in 
passports,  upon  presentation  of  an  identity  card  (military  cards,  internal 
passports)  and  work  travel  documentation  (holiday  permits,  instructions),  as

shall  their  underage  children  upon  being  entered  in  the  relevant  documents. 
When  appointed  to  a  new  place  of  service  or  permanent  place  of  residence,  they 
shall  convey  private  property  across  the  state  border  between  the  two  parties 
without  customs,  taxes  emd  other  duties  being  collected. 

Admission  across  the  state  border  of  one  party  of  subdivisions,  units,  and 
detachments  of  over  more  than  fifty  persons  from  the  armed  forces  of  the  other 
party  shall  be  effected  in  conformity  with  timely  notification  and  agreement 
between  the  defence  ministries  of  the  two  parties. 

Article  14. 

Material  and  technical  provision  of  the  military  formations  shall  be 
carried  out  by  the  defense  ministries  of  the  two  parties  on  mutually 
beneficial  conditions,  guaranteeing  high  level  support  for  the  combat 
readiness  and  combat  capability  of  their  armed  forces  and  unified  military 
formations  and  shall  be  regulated  by  individual  agreements. 

Article  15. 

The  activities  of  military  formations  of  one  party  stationed  on  the 
territory  of  the  other  party  shall  be  financed  by  the  party  under  whose 
jurisdiction  they  are. 

Issues  of  the  circulation  of  the  currencies  of  the  parties  with  the  aim  of 
providing  for  the  vital  activities  of  servicemen  and  military  formations  of 
the  parties  stationed  on  their  territories  shall  be  regulated  in  conformity 
with  the  agreement  between  the  National  Bank  of  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and 
the  Central  Bank  of  the  Russieun  Federation. 

Article  16. 

Each  party  in  its  activities  on  the  sites  and  land  of  the  other  party 
undertakes  not  to  violate  either  the  state  and  public  security  of  the  other 
party  or  the  individual  security  of  the  citizens  of  the  latter. 

Article  17. 

The  two  parties  pursue  a  coordinated  policy  in  the  areas  of  joint  design, 
production,  repair  and  supply  of  arms,  military  equipment  and  material  and 
technical  resources  in  the  Interests  of  comprehensive  provision  for  the  armed 
forces,  defense  installations  and  unified  military  formations,  and  coordinate 
issues  of  military  and  technical  cooperation,  at  the  same  time  ensuring  the 
preservation  and  development  of  established  cooperation  links  between 
enterprises  designing  and  manufacturing  arms  and  military  equipment.  Supplies 
and  services  shall  be  effected  on  a  duty-free  basis  at  prices  set  by  each 
party  for  its  own  needs.  Prices  and  tariffs  are  agreed  by  the  parties  and 
determined  in  every  case  by  a  separate  agreement.  Issues  of  coordinating 
policy  in  the  sphere  of  armaments  and  military  equipment,  as  well  as  mutual 
supply  of  production  (work  and  services)  shall  be  determined  by  special 
agreements  on  the  basis  of  the  joint  arms  programs. 
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The  parties  shall  cooperate  in  the  spheres  of  the  defense  industry, 
research,  and  experimental  and  design  work,  retaining  and  developing 
established  specialization  and  cooperation; 

In  order  to^  implement  a  coordinated  policy  in  the  military  and  technical 
sphere  the  parties  shall  establish  an  inter-state  commission  for  military  and 
technical  cooperation  between  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian 
Federation. 

Article  18. 

The  parties  retain  the  existing  procedure  for  training  and  preparing 
officers  and  junior  military  specialists  for  the  armed  forces  of  both  parties 
in  line  with  relevant  agreements. 

Article  19. 

The  parties  retain  the  existing  system  for  of  all  kinds  of  communications, 
for  anti-aircraft  and  anti-ballistic  missile  defense,  for  notification  and 
communications  and  take  agreed  measures  on  their  development. 

The  parties  cooperate  in  the  field  of  military  transportation.  The 
P^^ocedure  for  such  cooperation  shall  be  defined  by  a  separate  agreement. 

The  parties  retain  a  single  air  space  for  the  flights  of  military  and 
civil  aircraft  and  the  joint  air-traffic  control  system  for  these  flights  on 
the  basis  of  the  relevant  agreements. 

Article  20. 

With  the  aim  of  strengthening  discipline  and  law  and  order  in  the  armed 
forces,  at  defense  installations  used  by  the  parties  jointly  or  on  lease  terms 
and  at  unified  military  formations  the  parties  coordinate  their  actions  in  the 
law  enforcement  field. 

Article  21. 

The  parties  plan  joint  measures  and  render  mutual  assistance  in  resolving 
ecological  problems  connected  with  the  consequences  of  military  activities. 

Article  22. 

The  present  agreement  is  not  aimed  against  any  other  states  and  does  not 
affect  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties  resulting  from  other 
international  agreements  of  which  they  are  participants. 

Article  23. 

the  parties  will  not  allow  their  territory  to  be  used  b}'  third  states  with 
the  aim  of  carrying  out  activities  aimed  against  the  other  party. 

Article  24. 
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With  the  aim  of  implementing  the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  and  also  in 
the  interests  of  broadening  and  further  deepening  cooperation  in  the  field  of 
defense,  the  parties  are  creating  a  joint  committee  which  will  function 
according  to  the  regulations  approved  by  the  parties. 

Article  25. 

Amendments  and  addenda  to  this  treaty  can  be  introduced  by  the  mutual 
agreement  of  the  Parties. 

The  treaty  will  be  ratified  and  come  into  force  from  the  date  of 
exchanging  the  ratification  credentials. 

The  treaty  will  run  for  ten  years.  Its  effect  will  then  be  automatically 
prolonged  for  a  further  ten  years  if  neither  of  the  parties,  less  than  six 
months  before  the  expiry  date  of  the  treaty,  notifies  the  other  party  in 
writing  about  its  wish  to  end  the  treaty. 

The  present  treaty  is  temporarily  put  into  effect  from  the  day  it  is 
signed.

Protocol  on  the  Agreed  Understanding  of  Article  4  of  the  Treaty  Between 
the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian  Federation  on  Military  Cooperation 
of  28  March  1994  The  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  Russian  Federation  proceed 
from  the  understanding  that  in  the  first  paragraph  of  Article  4  of  the  Treaty 
Between  the  Republic  of  Kazakhstan  and  the  Russian  Federation  on  Military 
Cooperation  of  28  March  1994,  the  property  right  mentioned  of  the  Republic  of 
Kazakhstan  to  movable  military  property  situated  on  its  territory  on  31  August 
1991,  in  the  section  concerning  nuclear  ammunition  applies  to  the  material  for 
such  ammunition  and  not  for  assembled  ammunition.
